OF OF
RICHARD T. BALDONADO, M.D. CHARGES

RICHARD T. BALDONADO, M.D., the Respondent, was authorized to practice
medicine in New York state on July 6, 1972, by the issuance of license number 112768 by the
New York State Education Department.

FACTUAL ALLEGATIONS

A. On or about July 28, 2000, the State of New Jersey, Department of Law & Public
Safety, Division of Consumer Affairs, Board of Medical Exahiners, (hereinafter “New Jersey
Board"), by a Consent Order, (hereinafter “New Jersey Order”), reprimanded Respondent,
required him to complete a course dealing with complications secondary to radiology
procedures, and assessed him $4,778.95 in costs, based on gross negligence by improperly
discharging a patient in an emergency condition without informing her of the emergency
condition, without an ambulance, and failing to have direct communication with the referring
physician or the physician in the emergency room regarding the findings.

B. The conduct resulting in the New Jersey Board’s disciplinary action against
Respondent would constitute misconduct under the laws of New York state, pursuant to the
following sections of New York state law:

1. New York Education Law §6530(4) (gross negligence).
